Don't just say, 
when I have some spare time, PH do 
that part, then you never do it. Make 
it your business to have time to do these 
things, before the soil and many other 
things go to waste. 

Another important thing is not to do 
this only a little while then forget it 
must be kept on day after day and 
sometimes night after night. Soil is 
like everything else; it doesn't, just 
ali of a sudden, become sick and irri- 
gate itself. It takes time and pa- 
tience. Yes. Ï know nature gives it 
many things. The most important are 
the sunshine, the air, and the water, 
but it cannot do the whole job alone. 
It has to have-help and that help should 
come from us. Just as we cannot do 
the job alone without the sunshine, 
the water and the air. God gave us 
this soil to use wisely and to grow 
crops to live off and to help others— 
we should do our part.
